MEN IN SEA SERVICES 

Sixty-four Newmarket men 

are serving with the navy and 
merchant marine, it was stated 
at a recent meeting of the New- 
market branch of the Navy 
League. 

A Navy League tag day will be 
held on Saturday, May 27. Mrs. 
M. B. Scldon is convenor. 

"Since the first day of war, 
the Navy League, which inci- 
dentally was able to supply 
several thousand partially- 
trained men for the navy, army 
and air force immediately 
through its sea cadet movement, 
maintained in peace as well as 
war, has been serving the men 
of the Royal Canadian navy, the 
Canadian merchant service and 
the Royal navy through its com- 
forts stations or hostels at all 
Canadian ports," Morden Carter 
slated this week on behalf of 
the Newmarket branch of the 
Navy League. "There are homes 
away from home where men find 
recreational facilities, garments 
to offset exposure, ditty bags, 
playing cards, music, a friendly 
atmosphere, a meeting place to 
meet ones friends.

Mrs. Monk was a brilliant 
pianist and loved music.

She 
helped many young people 
through colleges of their own 
choice and established n scholar- 
ship at the Royal Military 
College at Kingston, from which 
her son, Copt. Carlson Monk, 
graduated. He was gassed and 
wounded in the last war and 
died on his way home. Her 
granddaughter, June, died three 
weeks after Capt. Monk. 

Mrs. Monk had served on the 
board of the Infants' Home since 
1876, a year after it opened, and 
took an active part in the work. 
She was also active in the Navy 
League of Canada and knitted 
right up to a few days before 
her death. 

Mrs. Monk was expert nt 
bridge, cribbage, backgammon, 
dominoes and checkers. She 
was a member of St. Alban's 
church, Toronto, where she was 
an active worker for many 
years and gave a large gift 
towards the installation of the 
organ. She helped receive the 
guests at many of Sir Williams 
birthday parties, and used to 
snend the summers with Sir 
William at his Armitage home.

MUST LEARN 

TO SPEND, IS 
M.P.P. ADVICE 
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I have only one faith left, that 
Is, in the good sense of the com- 
mon man and woman— and just as 
much faith in the good sense of 
the common woman as in the good 
sense of the common man," Miss 
Agnes Macphail, MJP.P. for East 
York, told a C.C.F. rally In New- 
market town hall on Friday even- 
ing. About 150 persons were pres- 
ent. 

Miss Macphail advised people to 
organize in their professional group. 
"If you are a farmer, then you can 
join your Federation of Agricul- 
ture," she said. 

"I don't suppose anybody who 
ever worked in a factory in this 
town ever got rich, ever became 
worth $100,000," she said. "But 
why shouldn't he, as well as others 
who get more for less work? Then 
it is a Christian duty, a patriotic 
duty to organize ft trade union and 
join it. That's only common sense. 

"That is not going to turn the 
world upside down, but It will give 
two great groups (farm and labor) 
a chance to organize their work. 

"Another thing that will be em- 
phasized more and more is the 
building of co-operatives," said Miss 
Macphail, stating that the United 
Farmers" Co-operative Co. was 
likely to have a turn-over of 
$20,000,000 this year. "The British 
and Scottish Co-operatives are the 
biggest single business In the world 
today." 

Miss Macphail offered a fourfold 
program, organization of the 
people, education by means of dis- 
cussion (for instance, radio for- 
ums), co-operation "as a means of 
carrying on our life," and radical 
political action. 

"I am in the C.C.F. because it Is 
a radical political party that is out 
to serve the common people," de- 
clared Miss Macphail. "The did 
parties cannot serve the common 
people because, the Bible tells us. 
we cannot serve two masters. 

"We won't take your farm. # We 
don't want your farm. I know too 
much about farm economics. We 
won't take your money. We won't 
take your securities. We won't 
take anything else you have lying 
around," 

Miss Macphail advocated "farm 
loans at two percent, even though 
It costs tho country one-half per- 
cent more. , ". :■* 

"We have to learn to spend 

money, because we are going' to 
live from now on in an age of 
abundance," said Miss Macphail. 

"The federal government must be 
free to carry out vast government- 
al schemes and to finance them. 
And to do so the federal govern- 
ment must take back the sovereign 
power to Issue money." 

Miss Macphail said that the 
volume of money needed depended 
on the volume of production. The 
Bank of Canada was taking over 
from the chartered banks the right 
to issue currency "but the large 
volume of money is the loans 
pyramided on It." 

Miss Macphail suggested A soil 
conservation program, "a home fit 
to live in" for every family, a 
bathroom and electric lights In 
every farm home, an electric milker 
"In every stable that has a 
reasonable number of cows," health 
centres to give nursing, medical 
and surgical services, a recreational 
centre In every town twllh auditor- 
ium, library, committee rooms. 
"Why not? We are going to live 
in the sort of world where wo are 
not going to spend all our time 
making a living, where we aro 
going to spend part of our time 

living." 
Miss Macphail said that mutual 

life Insurance cost less than other 
types and that the state of Massa- 
chusetts had provided life insur- 
ance even more cheaply than 
mutual companies. 

Dr. E. A. Dickinson. North York 
township, was the chairman. George 
Mitchell, M.P.P. for North York. 
said that "the winning of the war 
must come first," but that after 
the war "we look for something 
better." 

"There will bo opposition from 
those groups that In the past have 
had the better pickings," Mr. Mit- 
chell said. lieferring to sugges- 
tions about putting men on the 
land and increasing agricultural 
production, Mr. Mitchell said that 
largely as n result of an increase 
In production In the western prov- 
inces. Canada had produced over 
seven million hogs last year. "My 
own feeling Is that after the war 
we won't be able to sell that many 
hogs, let alone producing more." 

"When I enlisted In MM I was 
under the Impression that I was 
going overseas to fight a war to 
end all wars," snld Major A. if. 
Woods. C.C.F. federal candidate. 
•I believed that the government 
would take steps so that not only 
returning soldiers but all the people 
might live In peace and security. 
I returned in 1010 to find a syn- 
thetic prosperity." 

Major Woods recalled the depres- 
sion years of the thirties, with 
"boys of 18, 1ft and 20. when cut off 
relief, leaving home to ride the rails 
rather than sponge on the family.' 

"I believe thnt tho Liberal party 
or the Conservative party, if they 
wanted, could plan this country 
so that there would be no depres- 
sion." said Major Woods. "They 
don't want to, because the people 
who pull tho strings depend on tho 
system of scarcity. This la a 
tremendously wealthy country yet 
we permit It to be exploited by a 
comparatively smalt group of 
people." 

Major Woods said that the dom- 
inion government's rehabilitation 
policy was a "negative one, a half-

Wounded in Italy, R.S.M. 
Shaw is home in Weston on a 
month's 'leave. He went to 
France with the 48th Highland* 
ers at the time of Dunkirk and 
fought through the Sicilian cam- 
paign. An exploding bomb in- 
jured his knee and he was sent 
to an African hospital. 

"The Italians didn't want to 
fight," R.S.M, Shaw said. "After 
seeing their country, I don't 
wonder. They didn't have any- 
thing to fight fpr. There is a 
tremendous difference between 
our standard of living and 
theirs. Our boys are fighting to 
have something to come home 
to." 

One of the many uses to 
which Victory bond money was 
put was for hospitals in Italy, 
staffed with plastic surgeons 
who perform miracle operations 

on wounded Canadians, R.S.M. 
Shaw said. 

R.S.M. Shaw told of Canadians 
in the front line of Italy who 
"hadn't had their clothes off 
for two months but they weren't 
grousing." TTiey also bought 
their share of Victory bonds, he 
said. 

The chairman, Dr. E. A. Dick- 
inson, North York township, 
expressed thanks to R.S.M. Shaw 
for coming to Newmarket.

SWEEPING THE HaDS

chassis. The buckrake sweeps up the hay and 
carries it to the barn. 

Apparently the buckrake can be home-made 
and a "three-lined" saving of labor, time and 
expense* Incidentally, Dr. H S. Archibald, 
director of the dominion experimental farms 
service, says that the thrce-tincd fork is the most 
expensive tool on the farm,

PREMIER KING'S MIRACLE 

(Midland Free Press Herald) 

Being prime minister of Canada is no easy job. 
The man who essays the task must be an adept 
at riding two horses at one and the same time, 

and often when they want to go in opposite 
directions. 

Trie British people had better have a good look 
at Premier Mackenzie King while he is over 
there. He has had sufficient political skill to be 
retained at the head of Canada's government 
longer than any other Canadian living or dead. 

He is unique. 

English-speaking Canadians have been 
impatient with Mr. King because he has been 
slow in taking action on problems whose solution 
seemed easy to us. We have even accused him 
of playing politics instead of getting on with 
the war. We have been particularly annoyed 
about his failure to act on that conscription 
plebiscite which was carried overwhelmingly in 
eight provinces out of nine. The maintenance of 
a huge army for home defence alone has been 
regarded as an expensive farce. 

This last week we have had our eyes opened 
once more to the immensity of the prime minis- 
ter's difficulties. On the very eve of the invasion 
and the greatest crisis of the whole war, the Que- 
bec legislature voted 55 to four against the use of 
any conscripts for overseas service. Some 
members actually suggested that Canada should 
withdraw from the war now that the fear of 
invasion was over. The utter unwillingness of 
many of our French-Canadian fellow citizens to 
accept any responsibility whatever outside of 
Canada's shores makes us realize how great is 
the gulf fixed between our two major races in 
our world outlook. 

If that vote and those speeches really 
represent Quebec's attitude towards the war 
then we must give credit to Mr. King for having 
achieved a miracle in carrying Canada into the 
war and sending hundreds of thousands of fully- 
equipped fighting men overseas. He has been 
dependent in a large measure on Quebec 
support, and yet he has led Canada in a war 
effort that has won the admiration of the world. 

This has not only taken skilful diplomacy 
but courage to a marked degree, for it has not 
been easy to hold his Quebec followers in line 
while the Bloc Populaire and other isolationist 
orators were busy undermining the war effort 
by misrepresenting its meaning to the Quebecois. 

The first thing Mr. King did on his arrival in 
Scotland by plane was to assure the British 
people that Canada was in the war to the 
finish. Well said, Mr. King.

But the women still sit on 
the one row of pews (to the west) 
and the men occupy the pews to 
the east 

It was a strange feeling that 
came over one as we entered. F\>r 
the first tlmo in our lives we were 
attending a Quaker service! There 
was one recognized minister, Alice 
Stratton. Three lady elders sat 
facing the ladles and three men 
elders sat facing the men. A hush 
came over the place immediately 
and we seated ourselves as quietly 
as possible. 

We sat thcro for about 15 min- 
utes without n quiver even on any 
face. I didn't believe It possible 
In this day. And especially in that 
building. There is nothing in It 
to awe anyono except sentiment 
and I have never responded much 
to that The walls arc plain 
boards and tho celling and pews 
likewise. All hand-planed and the 
nails even were hand-made. Never- 
theless, it Is surely tho plain 
Houso of God. 

After 15 minutes solid silence 
Rider Starr arose and said: "It is 
the custom of Friends to meet Jn 
silence as wo do at this time, to 
wait for tho moving nf tho spirit 
of God. He may move the Indivi- 
dual to toad In audible prayer, or 
to offer advice or admonition." 
For another 15 minutes silence 
prevailed. 

Then Friend Isuilse ttorfco, editor 
of the Canadian Friend, from Tor- 
onto, gavo a almoin but delightful 
five-mlnuto interpretation of the 
story of the afflicted waiting at 
tho pool. Iter tailing seemed to 
decfittn thn hush.
